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STUDENT GOVERNMENT AT PE 

All Penn State men are proud of the thorough 
government of College life by the student body. Particu- 
larly to the first year men to whom such management is 
foreign, this method of keeping order is most striking. Men 
from all walks of life, and of widely varying experience 
coming together for a2 common purpose, soon realize the 
worth of the rigid rule of the upperclassmen. The govern- 
ing bodies of Student Government always hold in mind that 
their actions are for the betterment of the college and the 
college life of the students. These men from among the 
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three upper classes hold the honor and dignity of the insti- 
tution in their grasp; and they have always used their 
powers of administration with a goodly amount of discretion. 

The Student Board holds one of the most responsible 
positions in the organization. It is composed of six mem- 
bers—the presidents of the three upper classes; two Seniors 
and one Junior. These last three representatives are elected 
by thelr respective classes and are chosen for their indi- 
vidual value alone. The Board’s purpose is to meet with 
the President of the College and the Dean of the Faculty 
to discuss questions relating to student government; and 
conditions around the college. Suggestions and recommen- 
dations of importance are afterward made to the Student 
Council, 


‘The Student Council consists of thirty-two members, all 
of whom are upperclassmen. The men act as a legislative 
body and it is their business to pass upon all regulations 
affecting student government; and they likewise originate 
all college customs. Before the ruling of the Council can 
be effective, they must be ratified by the three upper ck 
These men must thoroughly understand college conditions 
in order to make laws by which their fellow classmen shall 
be governed. Those who stand out as leaders and individuals 
in their classes, are selected for these positions because they 
have the necessary ability to think and decide for themselves 


The Student Council appoints a body of twelve men to 
try all cases of infringement of college rules. This group of 
students is called the Student Tribunal, and is composed of 
upperclassmen; the Sophomore class having the prey 
number of class representatives. 

The Tribunal interprets the college customs for the 
benefit of the underclassmen; and all those who are unwise 
enough to disobey the mandates of the Student Organiz: 
tion, find themselves confronted with Many embarassing 
punishments, Every c brought up is carefully inyestj- 
gated and considered so that innocent men Will not be un- 


ater 
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punished for deeds, about which they know nothing. 
While the decisions of this body result in a more or less 
humorous oceasion for the older men in college, and a 
humiliating period for some few of the I*reshmen, they 
are nevertheless, harmless, and accomplish their ends by 
humbling the offenders in the sight of their fellow-cla: 


smen 
and fellow students. 

The Honor System, which is the newest of student ir 
tutions deals with the more vital parts of school activities. 
It is intended to develop in the me. the highest sense of 
honor, so that he need not be watched to assure his fairness. 
The student is made to feel that his pledge of honor 
the most sacred vow a man can take; and, if he has not 
the high moral character necessary to abide by the pro- 
ms of the System, he cannot, honestly, be retained in 
College. In order to judge cases of dishonest acquirement 
in classroom work, the Student Council elects the Honor 
Committee. This committee, in order to sit in session, 
must have a full representation of its membe Each and 
every member must agree that a man is guilty of misde- 
meanor before he can be convicted of a misdeed. If he is 
found guilty, he is dismisse: 
can enter on the corresponding semester in which he was 
suspended, If found guilty a second time, he is permanently 
suspended from college. 

These four sections of the Student Government System 
are responsible for the success of the College. By leaving 
the men who must live for four years under student laws, 
make and enforce them, the college authorities realize that 
both they themselves and the students are satisfied with 
the way which order is maintained and the high standing 
of the college upheld.

November 4, 1918. 

When I left the States and landed in France, I finally 
woke up and felt as though I had been in a dream The 
city of “Langnes” where we are stationed, is one of the 
oldest cities in France. It is built on a plateau and the 
present city is eighty yards higher than the first city built 
on this site; for two other cities lie covered underneath by 
the debris of the t centuries. 

It is well fortified being surrounded by high walls 
and a moat. There are in all seven entrances into the 
guarded by large gates. About two miles from here 
rises the Marne River. Close by is situated a cave in which 
a chieftain of the Gauls, named Sebastol, lived for nine 
year: This same chieftain was later carried back to Rome 
and beheaded. 


From Brother Ist. Lieut. E. Walters, A. BE. F. Force, 
France, written August 27, 1918, 

I had a very exciting trip over, yet it was pleasant. 
We have all been as busy as bees since we reached this 
continent preparing for the mission. No doubt you have 
seen in the papers the accounts of what the American 
troops are doing here. 

Irrance is a very peculiar yet interesting country. The 
people all live (in the rural districts) in quite primitive 
circumstance: The buildings are all built in the shape of 
a hollow square, TI have been in excellent health ever since 
I left the States, and hope I continue so, as this is no place 
to be sick. The chief thing to complain of here is the utter 
lack of social intercourse. I think I could eat an American 
girl now.

Men, as a rule are not inclined to cry, but grief like 
this forced many to play the woman, and, cynics to the 
contrary, there as one ancient 5 rapher has stated, “a 
silent manliness in grief.’ Thus it is, that some mourn 
and cannot let the opportunity pass but they must in this 
method pay a noble tribute, though it may be poorly ex- 
pressed, to the memory of this young man who died in the 
performance of his duty to the country which claimed him 
as a citizen and a defender. 


A blight on hopes and happiness is always felt when 
fond ones are taken Oftimes the grief is confined to the 
relatives, since he or she may have shunned the public 
glare. But Blair, through his gracious manner, his cor- 
dial attitude, his preeminence in sport, his inherent manh- 
s became known to us who mourn, at a distance. He

stroyed by fire.

on the scene almost as soon as the alarm was sounded, and. 


during the thirty ensuing minutes in which the build‘ng 
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was accessible, they worked fervently carrying out the 
most important documents and available engineering equip- 
ment. 

Within three hours time after the fire was discovered, 
the old edifice that had sent out into life many of the 
nation’s real engineer's, was a total ruin; and it remained 
in its smouldering condition for two days afterwards, 

Every student present that night deserved the con- 
gratulations given him for the loyal State spirit exhibited 
in the evening’s work, First year men, as well as Seniors, 
realized the true meaning of Penn State spirit, as they 
Jabored to save the building and the records, which took 
years of careful work and study to compile. 


However, the next day at an immense mass meeting in 
the Auditorium, the Prexy, assisted by the several deans, 
restored the good spirits of the student body by unfolding 
the plans of the future, These future possibiltiies as mapped 
out by the College authorities, are greater than could ever 
have been hoped for ere this catastrophe. The cheers which 
followed the enheartening speeches proved that the loyalism 
and true spirit of the students was stronger than ever, 
even in view of the fact that the greatest disaster in yea 
had just occurred to our Alma Mater.
